The late Inſtance af a War bet ween the 
Imperialiſts and Turks, muſt ſwell the Rea- 
der's Thoughts, with what vaſt Numbers, 
and magnificent Appearance, the Turks u- 
ſually take the Field; ſo that it ſuffices to 
lay, that as the Army always carries im- 


menſe Riches with it, ſo it muſt be con- 
cluded, every one makes a ſplendid Ap- 


pearance ſuitable to his Quality and Poſt. 


Among the reſt, our two young Turks, 
in the Wars ſome Years ſince, made no 


ſmall Appearance in the Field. 


They were not many Days in the Ar- 


my, before they were allarm'd with the 
approach of their Enemy, who were up- 
on a full March to attack them in their 
Intrenchments : Whereupon the Otto-

But there will need no farther Apology 
for my own Conduct in this Affair; When, 
after vita had ſeveral Children, by Ma- 
dam, your Daughter, whom I Lov'd in- 
tirely, the World, with your Lordſhip, 
will be perſwaded to my fide, when I 
| come to tell you, what my own Eyes were 
Witneſs to; and which, if well weigh'd, 


Will ſtrike with Amazement the inquiſi- 


tive World. And thus it comes on. 
There was an Appointment made in 
my Family, to go and ſpend the Summer, 
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at the pleaſant Town of H, to which
